Crowds Wait in Line to Buy 
Liquors in New York Stores 


Sidewalks Crowded Around Places Where 
Sales Are Made and. Stocks 
Rapidly Dwindle. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Wine and 
liquor stores have been so busy in 
New York yesterday and today that 
one of them had to call the police 


to disperse lines of customers at 
closing time. 

Smart hotels were reporting rec- 
ord business. Some, despite large 
stocks of liquor, found their sup- 
plies near exhaustion. 

Drivers of liquor trucks worked 
as long as 24 hours at a stretch. 
One wine firm had made deliveries 
of 16,000 cases early today and was 
still far behind in filling orders. 

Department stores selling liquor 
found their aisles packed like a 
rush-hour subway train. Most cus- 
tomers asked for rye, but if there 
was no more rye they took gin; and 
if no gin, then brandy. 

The demand for wines was sur- 
prisingly large. Claret and sherry 
were the favorites, but ports and 
tokays had their enthusiasts, Even 
the upper strata beverages—the 
sparkling burgundies and cham- 
pagnes—were moving off dealers’ 
shelves at lively speed. 

2000 Sales an Hour. 

One big store’s cash _ register 
marked 2000 liquor sales an hour. 
Another’s sales force was quickly 
augmented so that here, too, an 
hourly figure of 2000 sales could be 
handled. 

The line in front of a third was 
four abreast. The liquor depart- 
ment noted 10,000 sales when the 
closing bell sounded last night. 

Imported Scotch was not to be 
had in package late yesterday aft- 
ernoon, the supply having been 
quickly gobbled up—or down. Lin- 


ers and freighters are arriving daily 
with cargoes from Europe. The 
Cameronia of the Anchor Line will 
dock Monday with 28,000 cases, 
which is the largest shipment to 
date. 

Wines from the California win- 
eries are pouring in by the car- 
load, and are finding a strong de- 
mand. ‘ 

Signs reading “cocktails are now 
being served” decorate the windows 
of restaurants. The Childs restau- 
rant chain is serving beer and 
wines between 8 a. m. and 5 p. m., 
with cocktails after that hour. 

Prices are under the speakeasy 
scale in most places. Domestic 
wines are offered as low as 20 cents 
a glass. Cocktails range from 30 
to 50 cents. 


Shortage of Dispensers. 

A shortage of expert dispgnsers 
has been noticeable. An order for 
a dry Martini cocktail at one 
restaurant required 20 minutes in 
fulfillment, and finally arrived with 
a red cherry nestling where a 
green olive should have been. 

A demand for beer more authori- 
tative than 3.2 was promptly met, 
the new percentages running  be- 
tween 4 and 6 per cent. 

The Park Lane, with its bar-on- 
wheels, had yesterday the largest 
luncheon crowd it ever had. The 
Biltmore reported the _ greatest 
luncheon crowd since the Armistice, 
and the Commodore the same. The 
Pennsylvania had the joyous experi= 
ence of observing customers wait- 
ing in line at the dining rooms. The 
Astor, the Waldorf-Astoria and 
other leading Manhattan hotels told 
the same story.

Clearing House Association and 
Associated Bankers Adopt 
Resolution. 


Resolutions recommending that 
individual banks in St. Louis par- 
ticipate in the national plan for 
sale of preferred stock or capital 
notes to the Reconstruction Fi- 


nance Corporation were adopted at 
meetings today of the St. Louis 
Clearing House Association and the 
Associated Bankers of St. Louis. 
The Federal Government devised 
the plan for banks to sell their pre- 
ferred stock or capital notes to the 
R. F. C. as a means of enabling 
banks to strengthen their cash con- 
dition for qualification for member- 
ship in the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation. The R. F. C. has 
sought to induce strong banks to 
participate in the plan so as to 
lend encouragement to banks ac- 
tually in need of aid. 

The Clearing House Association 
includes six member banks and five 
associate members, and the Asso- 
ciated Bankers includes 17 mem- 
ber banks in the outlying sections.

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 7.—Three 
men were killed and another was 
wounded in a fight between United 
States border patroimen and liquor 
smugglers at the foot of Park 
street early today. 

The dead: Dorne C. Melton, 31 
years old, United States border pa- 
trolman, shot through the heart; 
Francisco Gonzalez, 25, Juarez;

RELIEF BEEF BIDS REJECTED 


Officials Say Prices on Canned 
Products Are Too High.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. — The 
Federal Surplus Relief Corporation 
is likely to abandon, at least for 
the time being, its plan of buying 
25,000,000 pounds of canned beef 
for distribution to the needy.

MISSOURI SENATE 
PASSES: SALOON 
QUOR MEASURE 


Control Bill Sent to House 
for Consideration Tomor- 
row—Expected Bar Drink 
Provision Will Be Re- 
jected. 


COMPROMISE BY 
CONFERENCE LIKELY 


Joffee Urges That the Views 
of President Roosevelt 
and Senator Clark Be 
Observed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—The 


Senate, by a vote of 25 to 8, today 
passed the liquor control bill pro- 


viding for sale of liquor by the 
drink in saloons and for privately 
operated liquor stores for sale by 
the bottle. 

The bill was sent immediately to 
the House, which voted to begin 
its consideration in cammittee of 
the whole tomorrow morning. The 
House continued debate on amend- 
ments to its own bill this after- 
noon. 

There had been some discussion 
among Senate leaders of amending 
the bill to strike out the sections 
authorizing saloons, bu® in the ex- 
pectation that this would be done 
in the House, the Senate passed the 
bill as it was perfected early Tues- 
day morning. 

Debate today was confined prin- 
cipally to a few Senators who de- 
sired to explain their vote. 

While the Senate has been work- 
ing out its bill, the House has been 
whipping into shape a liquor con- 
trol measure, but there is little ex- 
pectation that either the Senate or 
the House bill will be the act which 
eventually will be passed. 

Looking to Compromise. 

A compromise, to be drawn in a 
conference committee is being 
looked to to reconcile the differ- 
ences between the two Houses. This 
cannot come until after the House 
takes up the Senate bill, adopts 
amendments and then returns the 
bill to the Senate. 

If the Senate should adopt the 
House amendments, there would be 
little difficulty, but this is not to 
be expected. When the Senate re- 
jects the House amendments and 
the House refuses to recede from 
them, then a conference committee 
will be appointed. 

Usually a conference committee 
only reports on the amendments, at- 
tempting to reconcile the two 
Houses, possibly approving some 
amendments and rejecting others, 
but such a committee has ful) pow- 
er to rewrite the entire ‘bill. How- 
ever, the report of a committee 
must b approved by both Houses. 

Objections in Debate. 

Objections raised to the bill in 
the Senate debate today concerned 
the saloon feature, the sale by the 
package feature and the local op- 
tion provisions. 

Senator Joffee of Kansas City 
urged that the views of President 
Roosevelt and United States Sen- 
ator Clark in opposition to the re- 
turn of the saloon should be ob- 
served. Joffee favored the Ontario 


the 


Senator Morgan of Unionville ob- 
jected particularly to the local op- 
tion provisions, which, he insisted, 
gave no local option at all. 

He pointed out that, while the 
bill permitted local option on sale 
by the drink, it permitted no local 
option on the sale by the package 
or bottle. He said it would be pos- 
sible for liquor to be put up in one- 
drink bottles and sold anywhere in 
the State, regardless of local opin- 
ion. 

The provisions giving to each city, 
town and village, regardless of size, 
the right to vote separately on the 
question of sale by the drink, would, 
he said, be ineffective to prevent 
sale by the drink in dry counties. 
He said it would be possible for as 
few as 10 persons in a community 
to organize a village and author- 
ize the sale of liquor, although the 
entire remainder of the county 
might have voted against liquor 
sales. 

On Sale by the Package. 

Senator Henry of Butler opposed 
the bill on the ground that it per- 
mitted sale by the package. He 
said he believed that system “a 
thousand times worse than any 8sa- 
loon conditions which ever existed.” 
“You force the man who wants a 
drink to buy a bottle in many com- 
munities in this State,” he said. 
“You. in, effect force him to take a 
bottle and go out and get drunk, 
when he only wanted a drink.”

A movement to “clean house” in 
Missouri medicine was set afoot 
last night at Hotel Jefferson in the 
first meeting of the State Board of 
Health with its newly appointed 
advisory committee from the Mis- 
souri State Medical Association. 

The occasion was a dinner attend- 
ed by 16 physicians of national dis- 
tinction to honor Dr. Max Stark- 
loff, former Health Commissioner 
of St. Louis, who related episodes 
of his 38 years’ service from days 
when “the only reliable prophylac- 
tics were smallpox vaccination and 
anti-tetanus serum,” and medical 
colleges, of a sort, ground out ques- 
tionable diplomas “on every cor- 
ner, like saloons.” 

A new State law on medical prac- 
tice was advocated by Dr. E. T. Mc- 
Gaugh, State Health Commissioner, 
as a goal of the new combination of 
farces by the State board and the 
State medical organization. As 
other jobs for it to tackle he dis- 
cussed a proposed cancer survey 
and the need of ridding the State 
of cancer fakers and other quacks. 

Board Can’t Prosecute. 

“There are flagrant offenses of 
all kinds in the State, but the board 
has limited powers,” explained Dr. 
McGaugh. “It is not a law-enforc- 
ing body. It cannot conduct prose- 

under.the law, must | 


Attorney. 

“The cancer survey represents a 
line of problems which require the 
co-operation of the physicians gen- 
erally as well as the board. Many 
quacks are operating in the State. 
They're doing a lot of harm. There’s 
a lot of work to be done. It may be 
done only if we work hand in hand. 

“Let's unite and draw up a med- 
ical practice act that will be oper- 
ative and will have teeth in it. 
Then we can do something about 
the violations we have. 

“I don’t know anybody with more 
power than the doctors. If you 
unite, you can go to Jefferson City 
and get together with the medical 
department and we'll write a medi- 
cal practice act of the kind you 
want and that can be enforced.” 
Dr. McComas Says “Forward Step.” 

Dr. A. R. McComas of Sturgeon, 
who heads the judicial council of 
the medical association, and was ap- 
pointed chairman of the advisory 
committee, described the board’s 
invitation to form the committee 
as “a forward step I'd never hoped 
to see.” 

“Doctors are apt to go to sleep 
before legislative matters in whick 
they should be interested come be- 
fore the General Assembly,” he 
said. “I hope that through this co- 
operation with the board we can, 
in the interes* and to the benefit 
of the people of the State, get at 
the men not in the medical profes- 
sion, the wild-catters.” The present 
law regulates only the regularly 
licensed physician. 

“Always previously,” commented 
Dr. W. H. Breuer, another member 
of the committee, “those of us in- 
terested in medical legislation and 
higher ideals for the profession 
have found at Jefferson City a State 
Board organized along political 
lines and offering some obstacle 
to every advance we attempted to 
put through. 

“T believe Dr. McGaugh’s idea is 
probably revolutionary, but it is 
one that should be carried out in 
Missouri, and I’m ready to go the 
limit in support of it.” 

Advisory Committee.

NATAL, Brazil, Dec. 17.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh today inspect- 
ed the monoplane which carried 
him and Mrs. Lindbergh across the 
South Atlantic yesterday and found 
its left wing damaged. 

He was out in the harbor long 
before noon, engaged in a personal 
examination of the big red ship. Air 
France, the French international 
flying company which operates in 
South America, immediately of- 
fered its repair facilities to the 
Colonel, who is technica] adviser 
for the Pan-American Airways, 
the American international flying 
company. 

While her husband labored on 
the plane, Mrs. Lindbergh took the 
opportunity to do a bit of sightsee- 
ing. Mrs. Scotchbrook, the wife 
of the British Consul, at whose 
home the Americans are being en- 
tertained, accompanied her on the 
tour of the historic city. 

Lindbergh later tuned up the mo- 
tor of his monoplane and it was 
thought he was preparing to start 
a return flight to the United States 
by way of Para (Belem) tomorrow. 
City authorities said they thought 
the next Lindbergh flight would be 
along the northeast coast of Brazil. 

The most easterly city of Brazil, 
Natal usually is the first place in 
the country to be reached by trans- 
Atlantic flyers; but the arrival of 
the Lindberghs—and the singular 
reserve of the Colonel—topped all 
other like events in arousing in- 
terest here. 


The entire population was out 
along the harbor when the Ameri- 
cans’ hig hydroairplane roared in 
from the Atlantic yesterday after- 
noon. Cheers were deafening. Po- 
lice struggled to maintain order. 

With Mrs. Lindbergh operating 
their plane’s wireless, the famous

The story had said Miss Robin- 
son was elevated from a $25 a 
week clerkship to her present sal- 
ary in NRA’S short career. On a 
weekly basis her new salary is 
about $110. 

Johnson’s assistant, with him 
long hours, has made many extend- 
ed trips across the country with 
the administrator. 

“In the original setup of NRA,” 
said Johnson, “Miss Robinson and 
Bobby Straus (Robert K. Straus, 
son of the Ambassador to France) 
were personal assistants to the ad- 
ministrator at a salary of $5000 a 
year.

‘With Nothing Further to 
Go On,’ He Says He 
Again Would Not Give 
Pasteur Treatment. 


FACES REMOVAL 


He Is Charged With Dere-

Facing removal from office for 
failure to administer Pasteur treat-

Finding of microscopic “Negri 
bodies” in the brain was positive 
proof of rabies, Dr. Harris ex- 
plained. But failure to find them, 
as in this case, might be due to the 
fact that in one of 20 cases of ra- 
bies, the Negri bodies did not exist. 
Cases where they were not found, 
he said, were generally those where 
the disease ran a rapid course. He 
added that the dog in question died 
in two days, whereas the average 
rabid dog lived three, five or seven 
days. 

For this reason, Dr. Harris re- 
lated, it was his practice when 
Negri bodies were not found to 
communicate with the physician 
and determine from. the circum- 
stances, the behavior and symptoms 
of the dog, whether rabies existed. 
He did not believe a health officer 
should accept a negative labora- 
tory report without inquiry into the 
circumstances of the bite, but 
added, “On the other hand, I don’t 
know how much, beyond the aver- 
age knowledge of the ordinary 
physician, we should expect from 
the health officer who accepts re- 
sponsibility for the control of in- 
fectious diseases.”

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TO SELL ZORN PORTRANT 
OF HENRY CLAY PERCE 


Bank Orders Auction of Paint- 
ing That Cost Oil Man 
$12,000 After Artist Sued. 


An oil portrait of the late Henry 
Clay Pierce, St. Louis oil magnate, 
by Anders Zorn, noted Swedish art- 
ist, for which Pierce paid only after 
the artist had sued him, and which 
Pierce announced his intertion to 
burn, will be placed on sale at an 
art auction in New York next 
Thursday. 

Pierce, the first Mrs. Pierce and 


their daughter, Mrs. Eben Rich- 
ards, sat for the artist in 1899 at 
the Pierce home, 40 Vandeventer 
place. None of the three portraits 
proved satisfactory to Pierce, who 
refused payment until a long list 
of alterations should be made in all 
the pictures. The artist made al- 
terations in Pierce’s portrait, re- 
ducing the size of the legs, and 
changing other details. But Pierce 
afterward charged that Zorn re- 
fused to alter Mrs. Pierce’s portrait, 
and he refused to accept or pay for 
any of the pictures. 

Zorn stored the paintings with 
the Noonan-Kocian firm here, re- 
tained Charles Nagel and Frederick 
W. Lehmann as his attorneys, and 
filed suit against Pierce for $12,000. 
Zorn returned to his home in Swe- 
den, and when he came to St. Louis 
later, accompanied by art experts, 
to present his case in court, Pierce’s 
lawyers took a change of venue to 
Clayton. 

But a few weeks later, in Janu- 
ary, 1901, Pierce settled the suit by 
paying the artist’s claim in full, 
with interest from May, 1899, 
amounting to $13,200. Thereupon 
the three paintings were taken 
from storage, loaded into a wagon 
and delivered to the Pierce home. 

Pierce explained his action by 
saying that he -vished to have the 
pictures in his possession, in order 


to destroy them, and that unless 


he had settled the case the pictures 
would have been Zorn’s property. 
Pierce said the pictures would be 
burned, but set no time for the 
burning, and it did not take place, 
at least as to the portraits of Mr. 


2>-YEAR PRISON TERM 
ENDS STRANGE CAREER 


Thomas M. Bugg Sr. in Turn 
Was Manufacturer, Banker, 
Union Head, Robber. 


The strange career of Thomas 
M, Bugg Sr. as a manufacturer, 
banker and labor ¢grganizer, often 
under police investigation, but nev- 
er, until yesterday, convicted of 
crime, was r--realed by Postoffice 
inspectors after Federal Judge Far- 
is had sentenced him to 25 years 
in the penitentiary. 

Bugg, who is 52 years old, plead- 
ed guilty of assault of a postoffice 
clerk in the $3239 robbery of Pre- 
torius Branch Postoffice last Sept. 
7 and accepted the mandatory sen- 
tence of,25 years in prison. 

He was the owner of a stave fac- 
tory at Vanduser, Mo., in 1916 when 
the factory was destroyed by fire. 
An investigation was made by 
agents of the insurance company 
and bloodhounds followed a trail 


from the factory to Bugg’s home, 
but there the inquiry ended. 


Former Banker at Vanduser. 


Five years later he was the presi- 
dent of a bank at Vanduser when 
examiners told him it needed new 
capital, Soon thereafter Bugg re 
ported robbers had locked him in 
the bank’s vault and had stolen 
$1800. 

A few months later examiners 
were again complaining of the 
bank’s condition. It was dynamited 
and partly destroyed by fire. Bugg 
said the loss was $25,000 and that 
records of cash and notes had been 
destroyed. The bank was reorgan- 
ized and,a new president took 
Bugeg’s place, 

The bank was held up three 
years later by three armed men 
who took $1375. Captured, they 
implicated Bugg and said the loot 
was divided in his farmhouse where 
he had assisted them in planning 
the robbery. The four were con- 
victed at Cape Girardeau and sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison, but 
Bugg won a new trial and acquit- 
tal The bank robbers testified 
against him at the first trial, but 
refused to testify at Bugg’s second 
trial. 


Organized Bus Drivers’ Union. 


Later Bugg came to St. Louis and 
organized a bus drivers’ union, of 
which he was president until his ar- 
rest for the postoffice robbery. Af- 
ter that robbery $1180 of the loot 
was found in the basement of 
Buge’s home, and about $1000 was 
recovered from the other partici- 
pants. 
Bugg and the other three, police 
said, confessed they had planned 
the robbery to conceal a shortage in 
the stamp account of a clerk at the 
station, Angeies Bowman, 
Bowman and the two named as 
the actual robbers, Charles Hines 
and John Hert, will go on trial for 
the robbery Tuesday.

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COMMISSION ON MIE 
SOLD BY WOMEN CUT 


Dairy Says Disproportionate 
Price Rise Is ‘To Allow It to 
Get Out of Red.’ 


Because of the milk marketing 
agreement which went into effect 
two weeks ago, the 28 women who 
sell cartons of milk for the Child 
Conservation Conference in down- 
town office buildings now receive 
a smaller commission, although the 
price of the milk to the consumer 
has been increased. 

Formerly, when the carton sold 
for 5 cents, the women received 2 
cents on each carton. Now they re- 
ceive a cent and a half while sell- 
ing the carton for 6 cents. 

The St. Louis Dairy, which fur- 
nishes the milk to the Conference, 
formerly charged 2% cents for both 
plain and chocolate-milk. Now, un- 
der the code, it charges 3% cents 
for the half-pint carton of plain 
and 4 cents for the chocolate milk. 
The price of a quart of milk was 
increased from 10 to 11 cents under 
the code. 

A, spokesman for the dairy ex- 
plained that the disproportionate 
increase for the small cartons was 
made “in order to allow the dairies 
to get out of the red.” He said that 
90 per cent of the milk marketed 
was in quart bottles and that the 
cent a quart raise there was not 
sufficient to offset the higher price 
which must be paid the farmer. 

An analysis of the marketing 
code has shown that out of the cent 
a quart rise in price to the consu- 
mer, the farmer gets only one 
tenth cent, while the other nine 
tenths goes to the distributor. 

An increase in overhead also 
forced the Child Conservation Con- 
ference to increase the retail price. 
Formerly the dairy supplied it with 
straws and ice, but it is not allowed 
to do so under the code. 

The conference formerly made a 

quarter of a cent on each carton 
sold. Out of this was paid the 
nominal salary of a secretary and 
the remainder went to buy vitamin 
D milk for undernourished children. 
Last year the conference donated 
$1300 worth of this milk to welfare 
organizations, Mrs. Norman Wind- 
sor, president of the conference, 
said. 
The women employed to sell milk 
would, but for that occupation, be 
on the relief rolls, Mrs. Windsor 
said. Three have quit since the 
code went into effect because of 
jack of profit. Application might be 
made to the Code Enforcing Com. 
mittee by the conference for ex- 
emption under the code because 
the conference is a part charitable 
organization.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A Sen- 
ate committee today opened public 
hearings on the bill designed to 
strengthen the existing pure food 
and drug act. The presence of a 
record crowd of patent medicine 
manufacturers, drug company offi- 
cials and their lawyers and lobby- 
ists, compelled the committee at 
the outset to seek a larger room, 
and the proceedings eventually 
were transferred to the Republican 
caucus hall. 

The measure, drafted by Assist- 
ant Secretary of Agriculture Tug- 
well and experts of the pure food 
and drug administration at the in- 
struction of President Roosevelt, 


would prohibit false claims in ad-/|_ 


vertising of foods and drugs, and 
would apply the same requirements 
to cosmetics. It would require 
manufacturers to label their prod- 
ucts with the correct ingedients, 
and would make them responsible 


for ee 
Practices It Would End. 
Proponents of the measure 


named, among present practices 
which the bill would end, the ad- 
vertising and sale of a former 
horse liniment as a cure for tu- 
berculosis, and of horsetail weed 
extract as a remedy for diabetes. 
Cosmetics known to have caused 
blindness, skin diseases and death, 
would also be affected. 

Thirty-seven ailments are listed 
in the bill as not being subject to 
self-medication without danger to 
the patient, and it would prevent 
manufacturers from recommending 
their products for treatment of 
those ailments. Moreover, 16 nar- 
cotic and hypnotic substances are 
listed which must be described on 
the label of any product contain- 

ing them as “possibly habit-form- 
ing.” 
Democratic Committeemén. 

Conspicuous among those in at- 
tendance at the hearing was J. 
Bruce Kremer, Democratic Nation- 
al Committeeman from Montana, 
as counsel for the Drug Institute, 
and Edward T. Clark, former pri- 
vate secretary to President 
Coolidge, representing a nation- 
wide chain of drug stores. The in- 
stitute and the drug associations 
are fighting the bill. At least one 
other Democratic National Commit- 
teeman has been retained by inter- 
ests opposing the measure. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, Re- 
publican floor leader and a mem- 
ber of the committee, jokingly sug- 
gested to newspaper men that “it 
might be a good idea to open the 
hearing by calling the roll of Demo- 
cratic Committeemen. Senator 
Copeland (Dem.); New York, a 
physician, who has been appearing 
on a radio program advertising a 
food which medicinal properties are 
claimed, presided at the hearing. 
The third member was Mrs. Cara- 
way of Arknsas. 

Wallace and Campbell. 

Enactment of the measure was 
vigorously urged by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace and Walter G. 
Campbell, chief of the Food and 
Drug Administration, as being im- 
perative to protect the public from 
worthless and positively dangerous 
preparations. They asserted that the 
present law, enacted 27 years ago, 
is inadequate for that purpose. 

Secretary Wallace told the com- 
mittee that many of the objections 
advanced against the bill were 
identical with those made against 
the present law 30 years ago, but 
since disavowed by their original 
authors. He continued: 

“There is a greatly increased traf- 
fic in foods and drugs today. The 
cosmetic industry has become of 
first importance, whereas when the 
present law was written the cos- 
metic industry was in its infancy. 
The effectiveness with’ which a 
worthless or dangerous product can 
be sold today through modern ad- 
vertising methods was not an acute 
problem in 1906. New narcotic and 
habit-forming drugs have appeared 
on the market. Totally new food 
constituents and important nutri- 
tion elements, like the vitamins, 
have been discovered. 

“I doubt that anyone will wish 
to appear before this committee in 
defense of the many abuses which 
cannot be remedied uuder existing 
legislation: there is too much grim 
evidence of the tragic effects that

Wallace as Publisher. 


Speaking as a publisher of farm 
periodicals, Secretary Wallace as- 
serted that more enlightened pub- 
lishers and advertising men would 
welcome passage of the bills. 

“If the purchasing power of read- 
ers of their publications is soaked 
up by worthless or harmful prod- 
ucts, it is obvious that essential and 
wholesome products must suffer the 
loss,” he said. 


“There are many enlightened 
publishers and advertising men who 
would welcome anything that would 
raise the standards of advertising, 
but as long as others take advant- 
age of this ‘gravy’ as it comes in, 
they feel that they must accept this 
chiseling advertising to hold their 
own.” 


Campbell told the committee that, 
while poisons may be added to 
foods without harmful effects, they 
often are added in amounts con- 
atituting a positive danger. The 
bill would limit the amounts. 
Girl’s Face Is | 
Campbell exhibited specimens of 
candy bonbons containing trinkets 
and other prizes, also X-ray photo- 
graphs of the throats of several 
children showing the prizes lodged 
in them. He declared that many 
candies are coated with resinous 
glazes and even shellac. 
Pleading for regulation of cos- 
metics, Campbell produced the pho- 
tograph of a pretty young woman 
before she used a commercial prep- 
aration on her eyelashes, and a 
photograph made shortly after- 
ward, when she was totally blind. 
4 gasp of horror ran through the 
room as Senator McNary held up 
the likeness of the frightfully 
scarred face. 
Campbell also produced a jar of 
a depilatory which, he said, caused 
thousands of incurable injuries be- 
fore damage suits and judgments 
forced the manufacturer into bank- 
ruptcy. There was nothing on the 
jar to suggest that it contained a 
harmful ingredient. Labels on cos- 
metics are not covered by the pres- 
ent law. 

False Bottoms and Walls. 
The hearing assymed a lighter 
tone when Campbell brought out 
several packages familiar to house- 
wives. There was a cheese box 
with a false bottom, a vanilla bot- 
tle with thick paneled walls creat- 
ing an optical] delusion as to con- 
tents, a package of noodles 
wrapped in yellow cellophane to 
give them an egg tint, and an ad- 
vertisement of an egg container 


which makes little ones look like 


big ones. Ripples of laughter waved 
through the room, 

Next Campbell produced several 
glass jars of “chicken and noodle 
dinners.” The chicken content 
ranged from 9 to 15 per cent. The 
jars were virtually the same size 
and same price,

McCain said the Chase Bank re 
ceived the following payments from 
railroads as a result of RFC loans: 
Wabash, $1,550,000, August, 1932; 
Rock Island, $2,000,000, June, 1932; 
St. Louis Southwestern, $4,500,000, 
April, 1982; Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, $1,000,000, September, 1932; Bal- 
timore & Ohio, $1,250,000. 

Couch Denies “Irregularity.” 

Chairman Fietcher placed in the 
record a letter from Couch denying 
any “irregularity” in his relations 
with the Chase bank. The letter 
follows: 

“My dealings with the New York 
banks have been in the usual coursé 
of private business. In that con- 
nection by name has been brought 
into.your record. Publicity given 
}these routine business transactions 
has been of sueh a nature as to in- 
dicate that there was some irregu- 
larity about them. 

“The letter I wrote to Charies 8. 
McCain of the Chase National Bank 
will be understood when I tell you 
that we were reared together in 
Arkansas. It was a purely personal 
letter to be lifelong friend and busi- 
ness associate. 

“At one time I owned a substan- 
tial amount of stock in the Chase 
Bank. When I was appointed to 
the board of the R. F. C., I sold my 
stock at a loss and severed all of- 
‘ficial connection with the bank. My 
connection with the R. F. C. was by 
request and not by application. 
“Thére probably is nothing in this 
situation that would justify the 
committee in taking the time to 
hear me, but I shall be more than 
willing to appear if you think it 
desirable.” . 

Committee members said Couch 
would not be called, but could ap- 
pear if he desired.

T ‘s was increased by $500,000, he 
added, in May, 1929, and the total 
of $2,795,000 taken over by Chase 
in the merger of the two banks in 
August, 1929.

The syndicate acquired the stock 
in the latter from Mrs. Sarah Drain 
Edenborn.

FUND FOR OIL INDUSTRY 


a Plan to Stabilize 
Gasoline Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Con- 
flieting factions of the petroleum 
industry today submitted to Seore- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, oil ad- 
ministrator, a plan for stabilizing 
gasoline prices by using an equali- 


‘| gation fund to keep price-depress- 


ing excess supplies off the market. 
Ickes withheld his decision. 

Backers of the plan, however, 
were hopeful that it would both 
meet Ickes’ Gemands and would 
make any kind of price-fixing un- 
necessary. They were represented 
as believing that prices of crude oil 
are satisfactory for the time being, 
and that control of efcess gasoline 
stocks, accumulated in anticipation 
of the oil code, will serve to correct 
price maladjustments. 

The plan was understood to pro- 
pose the withholding from the mar- 
ket of many millions of barrels of 
gasoline by purchase with funds 
contributed by members of the in- 
dustry. 

Such supplies, estimated at from 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 barrels, would 
then be relgased slowly so as not 
to disturb the market. 

It was said in one quarter that 
proponents of price-fixing in the 
irkdustry were willing to allow a test 
of the plan for a period of, say, 90 
days.

Experts Are Heard. 


Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, bacteri- 
ologist, testified that he might 
have acted as Dr. Obrock did “if 
I divorced myself from my expe- 
rience,” and Dr. D. L. Harris, city 
director of rabies control for St. 
Louis and an international author- 
ity on the disease, testified that, in 
his opinion, the “ordinary” physi- 
cian did not know enough about 
rabies to interpret a laboratory re- 
port. 
Finding of microscopic “Negri 
bodies” in the brain was positive 
proof of rabies, Dr. Harris ex- 
plained. But failure to find them, 
as in this case, might be due to the 
fact that in one of 20 cases of ra- 
bies, the Negri bodies did not exist. 
Cases where they were not found, 
he said, were generally those where 
the disease ran a rapid course. He 
added that the dog in question died 
in two days, whereas the average 
rabid dog lived three, five or seven 
days. 
For this reason, Dr. Harris re- 
lated, it was his practice when 
Negri bodies were not found to 
communicate with the physician 
and determine from the circum- 
stances, the behavior and symptoms 
of the dog, whether rabies existed. 
He did not believe a health officer 
should accept a negative labora- 
tory report without inquiry into the 
circumstances of the bite, but 
added, “On the other hand, I don’t 
know how much, beyond the aver- 
age knowledge of the ordinary 
physician, we should expect from 
the health officer who accepts re- 
sponsibility for the control of in- 
fectious diseases.” 

Argument for Defense. 
A negative laboratory report on/ 
Negri bodies would be “usually ac- 
cepted by the ordinary physician, 
not by the expert,” testified Dr. 
John H. Armstrong, called by the 
defense to introduce a report of a 
St. Louis @ounty Medical Society 
investigating committee, which he 
headed, that Dr. Obrock had acted 
“as any other health officer or 
physician would have done under 
similar circumstances.” He _ said 
the committee had read the charges 
and heard Dr. Obrock’s answer, 
without calling other witnesses.

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TO SELL ZORN PORTRAN 
OF HENRY CLAY PIERCE 


Bank Orders Auction of Paint- 
ing That Cost Oil Man 
$12,000 After Artist Sued. 


An oil portrait of the late Henry 
Clay Pierce, St. Louis oil magnate, 
by Anders Zorn, noted Swedish art- 
ist, for which Pierce paid only after 
the artist had sued him, and which 
Pierce announced his intertion to 
burn, will be placed on sale at an 
art auction in New York next 
Thursday. 

Pierce, the first Mrs. Pierce and 


their daughter, Mrs. Eben Rich- 
ards, sat for the artist in 1899 at 
the Pierce home, 40 Vandeventer 
place. None of the three portraits 
proved satisfactory to Pierce, who 
refused payment until a long list 
of alterations should be made in all 
the pictures. The artist made al- 
terations in Pierce’s portrait, re- 
ducing the size of the legs, and 
changing other details. But Pierce 
afterward charged that Zorn re- 
fused to alter Mrs. Pierce’s portrait, 
and he refused to accept or pay for 
any of the pictures. 

Zorn stored the paintings with 
the Noonan-Kocian firm here, re- 
tained Charles Nagel and Frederick 
W. Lehmann as his attorneys, and 
filed suit against Pierce for $12,000. 
Zorn returned to his home in Swe- 
den, and when he came to St. Louis 
later, accompanied by art experts, 
to present his case in court, Pierce’s 
lawyers took a change of venue to 
Clayton. 

But a few weeks later, in Janu- 
ary, 1901, Pierce settled the suit by 
paying the artist’s claim in full, 
with interest from May, 1899, 
amounting to $13,200. Thereupon 
the three paintings were taken 
from storage, loaded into a wagon 
and delivered to the Pierce home. 
Pierce explained his action by 
saying that he -vished to have the 
pictures in his possession, in order 


to destroy them, and that unless 


he had settled the case the pictures 
would have been Zorn’s property. 
Pierce said the pictures would be 
burned, but set no time for the 
burning, and it did not take place, 
at least as to the portraits of Mr. 


75 YEAR PRISON TERM. 
ENDS STRANGE CAREER 


Thomas M. Bugg Sr. in Turn 
Was Manufacturer, Banker, 
Union Head, Robber. 


The strange career of Thomas 
M. Bugg Sr. as a manufacturer, 
banker and labor ¢rganizer, often 
under police investigation, but nev- 
er, until yesterday, convicted of 
crime, was r--ealed by Postoffice 
inspectors after Federal Judge Far- 
is had sentenced him to 25 years 
in the penitentiary. 

Bugg, who is 52 years old, plead- 
ed guilty of assault of a postoffice 
clerk in the $3239 robbery of Pre- 
torius Branch Postoffice last Sept. 
7 and accepted the mandatory sen- 
tence of.25 years in prison. 

He was the owner of a stave fac- 
tory at Vanduser, Mo., in 1916 when 
the factory was destroyed by fire. 
An investigation was made by 
agents of the insurance company 
and bloodhounds followed a trail 


from the factory to Bugg’s home, 
but there the inquiry ended. 


Former Banker at Vanduser. 


Five years later he was the presi- 
dent of a bank at Vanduser when 
examiners told him it needed new 
capital. Soon thereafter Bugg re 
ported robbers had locked him in 
the bank’s vault and had stolen 
$1800. 

A few months later examiners 
were again complaining of the 
bank’s condition. It was dynamited 
and partly destroyed by fire. Bugg 
said the loss was $25,000 and that 
records of cash and notes had been 
destroyed. The bank was reorgan- 
ized and,a new president took 
Buge’s place. 

The bank was held up three 
years later by three armed men 
who took $1375. Captured, they 
implicated Bugg and said the loot 
was divided in his farmhouse where 
he had assisted them in planning 
the robbery. The four were con- 
victed at Cape Girardeau and sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison, but 
Bugg won a new trial and acquit- 
tal.

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COMMISION ON WILK 
SOLD BY WOMEN CUT 


Dairy Says Disproportionate 
Price Rise Is ‘To Allow It to 
Get Out of Red.” 


Because of the milk marketing 
agreement which went into effect 


two weeks ago, the 28 women who 
sell cartons of milk for the Child 
Conservation Conference in down- 
town office buildings now receive 
a smaller commission, although the 
price of the milk to the consumer 
has been increased. 

Formerly, when the carton sold 
for 5 cents, the women received 2 
cents on each carton. Now they re- 
ceive a cent and a half while sell- 
ing the carton for 6 cents. 

The St. Louis Dairy, which fur- 
nishes the milk to the Conference, 
formerly charged 2% cents for both 
plain and chocolate-milk. Now, un- 
der the code, it charges 3% cents 
for the half-pint carton of plain 
and 4 cents for the chocolate milk. 
The price of a quart of milk was 
increased from 10 to 11 cents under 
the code. 

A, spokesman for the dairy ex- 
plained that the 
increase for the small cartons was 
made “in order to allow the dairies 
to get out of the red.” He said that 
90 per cent of the milk marketed 
was in quart bottles and that the 
cent a quart raise there was not 
sufficient to offset the higher price 
which must be paid the farmer. 

An analysis of the marketing 
code has shown that out of the cent 
a quart rise in price to the consu- 
mer, the farmer gets only one 
tenth cent, while the other nine 
tenths goes to the distributor. 

An increase in overhead also 
forced the Child Conservation Con- 
ference to increase the retail price. 
Formerly the dairy supplied it with 
straws and ice, but it is not allowed 
to do so under the code. 

The conference formerly made a 
quarter of a cent on. each carton 
sold. Out of this was paid the 
nominal salary of a secretary and 
the remainder went to buy vitamin 
D milk for undernourished children. 
Last year the conference donated 
$1300 worth of this milk to welfare 
organizations, Mrs. Norman Wind- 
sor, president of the conference, 
said. 

The women employed to sell milk 
would, but for that occupation, be 
on the relief rolls, Mrs. Windsor 
said. Three have quit since the 
code went into effect because of 
Jack of profit. Application might be 
made to the Code Enforcing Com. 
mittee by the conference for ex- 
emption under the code because 
the conference is a part charitable 
organization.

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SHIRT BAND REVEALS 
FRE VICTIM'S IDENTITY 


Laundry Mark Traced—Former 
Street Car Conductor Lost 
Life in Vacant House. 


Microscopic examination of a 
scorched shirt band led to the iden- 
tification yesterday of the body of a 


man burned to death in a fire and 
explosion at a vacant house at 8709 
Finney avenue early last Saturday. 

The body is that of James M. 
Whitton, 36 years old, a former 
street car conductor, according to 
Glenn Terrell, 4593 Easton avenue, 
foster brother of Whitton. Identi- 
fication is based on a broken tooth, 
and on the circumstances developed 
by police in their investigation of 
the fire, which they believe was of 
incendiary origin. 

The body wus charred beyond 
recognition and the clothing was 
destroyed, except for the collar 
band of the shirt and shreds of the 
trousers. Careful washing of the 
collar band made a laundry mark 
“Salzgeber” digcerniDle with the aid 
of a microscope. 

Detectives went to the home of 
R. H. Salzgeber, 3661 Hartford 
street, secretayy of the Hammer 
Dry Pilate Co., and learned that the 
shirt had been discarded by Her- 
bert Salzgeber, now in California, 
and had been given by the Salz- 
geber housekeeper, Mrs. Edith Bou- 
din, to her brother, Jesse Coffel, a 
janitor employed at 4538 Laclede 
avenue. 

Coffel told the officers he gave 


the shirt and a suit of clothes to | 


Whitton last Friday. He related 
th t Whitton, knowh as “Mack” 


the night with him. Friday  eve- 
ning, according to Coffel, a man, 
whom he named, called at the 
apartment house and furnished 
Whitton with whisky. The man car- 
ried a new octagon shaped flash 
lantern, Coffel said. He explained 
that he left Whitton and the second 
man in his room and, when he re- 
turned, they had departed. He was 
shown a flash lantern found with 
Whitton’s body in the burned house 
and said it was of the same shape 
as the lantern he described. 

From Coffel the officers learned 
that Whitton formerly was a street 
car conductor. Inquiry at the Pub- 
lic Service Co. led to Glenn Terrell. 
The latter related that Whitton had 
been adopted into the Terrell fam- 
ily at Winfield, Mo. He described 
a broken upper tooth, which Whit- 
ton had neglected, There is such a 
tooth in the upper jaw “of the 
burned body, and the body meas- 
urements correspond to Whitton, 
his foster brother said. Poliee are 
trying to locate a sister of Whit- 
ton living in Kentucky. The idén- 
tification is strengthened by the 
fact that Whitton has not beeh seen 
alive since Friday night.

By exceeding December maturi- 
ties by $222,000,000, the financing 
will push the public debt that much 
higher. It stands now at more than 
$23,500,000,000. It reached a low of 
about $16,000,000,000 from the war- 
debt peak of $26,596,000,000 in 1919. 

Just what effect the gold-buying 
program had on the form of the re- 
funding issue is disputed between 
those for and against the gold pol- 
icy. The former expect no diffi- 
culty in disposing of the securities 
and consider the interest moderate, 
ointing out that more than half the 
maturing obligations are paying 
4% per cent. 

Others said the gold policy had 
created a condition in the bond 
market which required the Treas- 
ury to use short-term credit or pay 
excessive interest. They said the 
4% maturities were so high be- 
cause they were floated at the time 
of the bank holiday. 

The December financing, when 
completed, will leave considerably 
more borrowing for the near future.

Many Such Successful Ventures. 

Ferris, who for several years has 

assisted in conducting all utility 
rate cases in which the city has 
been a party, pointed out that pub- 
lic ownership is nothing ‘new; 
that there are 6900 publicly 
owned water plants in the Unit- 
ed States; 2581 publicly owned elec- 
tric plants and 109 such gas plants. 
Among large cities operating their 
own gas plants he mentioned Hous- 
ton, Tex., Richmond, Va., and Oma- 
ha, Neb. 

“Encouragement for municipal 

ownership advocates,” he said, “is 
found in the recent policies of the 


Federal Government; and the utili- 


ties themselves, in many cases, are 
adding momentum to the movement 
by the continuance of long-standing 
practices which have been justly 
criticised time and again.

He added that whether the city 
should go into the - gas business 
might depend largely on the urg- 
ency of other demands for public 
improvements. 

Urges Serious Consideration. 

“Regardless of these various 
considerations,” he said, “the acqui- 
sition of a gas system should com- 
mand serious thought.” 

He cited constitutional, statutory 
and charter provisions authorizing 
the construction and operation of 
public utilities by St. Louis. The 
Constitution of Missouri provides 
that, cities of more than 75,000 pop- 
ulation may issue public utility 
bonds secured by liens on plants or 
their earn , or may pay for pub- 
lic utilitiesj by general revenue 
bonds. Such cities are authorized 
to acquire plants by construction, 
purchase or condemnation. 

Utility bonds, which are not pay- 
able out of general tax revenues, 
may be issued up to 20 per cent 
of the taxable value of property in 
the city. On this basis, he said, 
the city has power to issue utility 
bonds up to a total of $284,861,000. 
The valuation placed on the La- 
clede gas plant by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission is about $39,000,000, 
but city engineers have appraised 
it at $28,000,000. 

General revenue bonds require 
the assent of two-thirds of the vot- 
ers, but public utility bonds may 
be issued on the affirmative vote 
of four-sevenths of the voters. 


Charges Don’t Fit St. Louis. 


“The greatest hue and cry against 
municipal ownership,” Ferris said, 
“is inefficiency, waste, graft and 
similar bugaboo. Whatever may 
be said of other cities, such accusa- 
tions cannot be sustained against 
St. Louis.” 

He pointed out that the city of 
St. Louis is the largest corporation 
in the State, having assets of $265,- 
000,000 and receipts last year of 
more than $41,000,000, with cash on 
hand at the close of the fiscal year 
ending last April amounting to 
$16,007,653. The city sold $1,700,000 
of its 4 per cent bonds last Nov. 1 
at a premium of $8.490 for each 
$1000 bond, he pointed out, adding: 
“No utility in the city can, of 
course, make decent comparison 
with this showing.” 

The net cost of the waterworks 
today is $61,362,867, he said, but 
there are only $9,320,000 of bonds 
outstanding against it despite the 
fact that since 1923 the city has 
spent $11,897,000 for construction of 
the Howard Bend plant. 

He mentioned a number of ways 
in which the city might effect econ- 
omies that would result in lower 
gas rates. There would be no re- 
quirement for dividends on stock; 
for its preferred stock and its com- 
mon at 6 per cent Laclede pays 
out $767,000 annually individends, 
he said. 


City Could Save by Borrowing. 


The city could save by being able 
to borrow at lower interest; there 
would be no holding company to 
extract hidden profits in the way 
of charges against the gas system 
and by selling supplied to it 
through intermediate corporations. 

Ferris cited purchases of more 
than $2,000,000 worth of coal a year 
by the gas company from a sub- 
sidiary of the parent holding com- 
pany, without competitive bidding. 

Other advantages, he said, would 
be lower cost for administrative 
salaries; savings by eonsolidating 
billing and other operating func- 
tions with the Water Department, 
and a smaller original investment. 

As indicating that the city could 
charge compensatory rates lower 
than those of Laclede, he cited the 
fact that Laclede’s rates are about 
25 per cent higher than the rates 
in’ St. Louis County, and are higher 
than in many smaller cities in Mis- 
souri. 

“A Permanent Investment.” 


“Municipal ownership is a per- 
manent investment,” he said. “It 
is a collective endeavor for mutual 
benefit at the least cost. Unlike pri- 
vate ownership, it is not subject to 
the ills of speculation, for which 
someone always has to pay. In the 
case of Laclede, control was ac- 
quired and sold out within one year 
by Charles A. Munroe. Obviously, 
the successors in interest feel that 
they likewise must come out whole, 
and the consumer foots the bill if 
the speculators are successful; as 
they usually are... . 

“In the case of St. Louis there 
would seem to be no legal or eco- 
nomic reason why the people can- 
not have a municipal gas plant. 
This may be accomplished by vol- 
untary purchase or condemnation 
of existing facilities, or by con- 
struction. Utility or general reve- 
nue bonds, or_a combination of 
both, may be issued in payment 
therefor. The credit of the city is 
amply sufficient to support such a 
program, which may be set in mo- 
tion either by ordinance or initia- 
tive petitions.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is convinced the 
nation will not tolerate lynch law. 
Speaking to the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America 
last night, he made plain his belief 
that America seeks a government 
of its own “that will be sufficiently 
strong to protect the prisoner and 
at the same time to crystalize a 
public opinion so clear that govern- 
ment of all kinds will be compelled 
to practice a more certain justice.” 
The younger generation, the 
President added, “is not content 
with preachings against that vile 
form of collective murder—lynch 
law.” 
In a rebuke, softened only by his 
failure to mention names, Roosevelt 
condemned “those in high places or 
in low who condone lynch law.” 
Gov. James Rolph of California re- 
cently gave verbal approval to the 
lynching of two kidnapers at San 
Jose. 
The judicial function of govern- 
ment, the President reminded his 
listeners, is the protection of the 
individual and the community 
through quick and certain justice. 
That function, he added, in many 
places “has fallen into a sad state 
of disrepair.” 
“Tt must be part of our program 
to re-establish it,” he said. 
The address was broadcast over 
both National Chains. 
The Speech in Full. 
The text of the President’s ad- 
dress follows: 
I am honored by the privilege of 
speaking to the delegated represen- 
tatives of 25 Christian denomina- 
tions assembled here on the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the Federal!

In this quarter of a 
century you have surrendered no 
individual creed, but at the same 
time you have been creating a much 
needed union that seeks to better 
the social and moral conditions of 
all the people of America.

And at the same time, 
we are at one in calling for collec- 
tive effort on broad lines of social 
planning—a collective effort which 
is wholly in accord with the social 
teachings of christianity. 
New Spirit of Youth. 
This new generation of 
stands ready to help us. They may 
not be as ready as were their 
fathers and mothers to accept the 
outward requirements or even 
many of the ancient observances of 
the several churches, yet I truly 
believe that these same churches 
can find in them a stronger sup- 
port for the fundamentals of social 
betterment than many of the older 
generation are willing to concede. 
This younger generation is not 
satisfied with the exposure of those 
in high places who seek to line their 
own nests with other  people’s 
money, to cheat their Government 
of its just dues or to break the 
spirit of the law while observing 
its legalistic letter.

It seeks a government of 
its own that will be sufficiently 
strong to protect the prisoner and 
at the same time to crystallize a 
public opinion so clear that gov- 
ernment of all kinds will be com- 
pelled to practice a more certain 
justice. The judicial function of 
government is the protection of the 
individual and of the community 
through quick and certain justice. 
That function in many places aas 
fallen into a state of disrepair. It 
must be a part of our program to 
re-establish it. 
From the bottom of my heart I 
believe that this beloved country 
of ours is entering upon a time of 
great gain. That gain can well in- 
clude a greater material prosperity 
if we take care that it is a pros- 
perity for a hundred and twenty 
million human beings and not a 
prosperity for the top of the pyra- 
mid alone. It can be a prosperity 
socially controlled for the common 
good. It can be a prosperity built 
on spiritual and _ social values 
rather than on special privilege and 
special power. 
Toward that new definition of 
prosperity the.churches and the 
governments, while wholly separate 
in their functioning, can work hand 
in hand. Government can ask the 
churches to stress in their teaching 
the ideals of social justice, while 
at the same time Government guar- 
antees to the churches—Gentile 
and Jew—the right to worship God 
in their own way. The churches, 
while they remain wholly free from 
even the suggestion of interference 
in Government, can at the same 
time teach their millions of follow-

UGDEN MILLS 
RAKES ROOSEVELT 
MUNETARY POLICY 


Secretary of Treasury Un- 
der Hoover Fears ‘“Threat 
of Uncontrolled Infla- 


tion.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 7, — Ogden 
Mills, who succeeded Andrew W. 
Mellon as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in the Hoover Cabinet and one 


of those most prominently men- 
tioned for the next Republican 
nomination for President, declared 
last night that the Roosevelt mone- 
tary policies “involve the threat of 
uncontrolled inflation.” He spoke 
at a dinner in his honor given by 
the Women’s National Republican 
Club. 
Mills said that in steps taken to 
raise the price structure “the im- 
plication is always present that 
when moderate measures fail, ex- 
treme ones may be attempted.” He 
declared “it can fairly be said that 
the unequal rise in prices in the 
domestic market is no greater than 
would normally have been expected 
to accompany 4 gradual emer- 
gence from the extreme bottom of 
a major depression.” 
Stressing the importance of bank 
credit in our financial life, Mills 
went on: 
“Any attempt to affect the price 
ievel through monetary action 
which creates distrust and uncer- 
tainty will be restricted and may 
be nullified by limiting the normal 
creation of commercial credit—the 
mainspring of which is confidence. 
“Monetary manipulation engen- 
ders a lack of confidence. And the 
very measures intended to promote 
a credit expansion and a rise in 
prices contain at the moment of 
birth the seeds of their destruc- 
tion.” 
Much of the “failure” of the ad- 
ministration’s price-raising pro- 


gram, he said, rests on “fear of 
the ultimate value of the dollar.” 

Declaring that he “would at once 
put in motion an orderly . . . pro- 
gram looking to a return of the 
gold standard,” Mills said he would 
remove this “fear” by “restoring 
the dollar to an unassailable posi- 
tion.” 

A return to the gold standard, 
he said, would bring into circula- 
tion “a flow of the all-important 
bank credits” and would “remove 
with finality the unquestioned 
threat of ultimate devastating and 
ruinous inflation which the present 
forces carry.” 


Ten. of 25 Princeton Economists 

Join in Warning on Inflation.

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 7.— 
Prof. Edwin W. Kemmerer, econo- 
mist, announces that 10 members of 
Princeton university’s Department 
of Economics, out of a staff of 25, 
have signed a declaration warning 
against currency inflation. 
Inflation, the declaration states, 
would be harmful to the nation at 
large, adversely affecting: (1) work- 
ing people whose wages would in- 
crease less rapidly than the cost of 
living; (2) beneficiaries of life in- 
surance; (3) bank depositors, and 
(4) hospitals, colleges and other in- 
stitutions whose endowment funds 
are invested in bonds and mort- 
gages.

For a Government Banking System.

NOTE that the bankers object to 
I guaranteeing deposits because they 
will luse money on the failure of weak 

- banks, - : 

If the Federal Government will start 
its own banking system, there will be no 
need of insurance guaranteeing deposit- 
ors that they will get their money back. 
Our Government will not then find it 
necessary to borrow money, as it will 
have the deposits of 95 per cent of our 
population, and the profits from Gov- 
ernment banks will pay many of the 
Federal expenses. 

There would be no runs on Government 
banks and there would be no bank fail- 
ures (excepting private banks existing 
for deposits of their stockholders and of- 
ficers). There would be no $250,000 per 
annum salaries and there would be no 
chance to sel] Government bank stock 
short. 

When our Government took over the 
‘railroads during the war, salaries of the 
higher officials were reduced to $12,000 
and $15,000 per year. These officials 
were the same.who operated the railroads 
before the U. S. Government took them 
over, and they determined to make Gov- 
ernment operation such a failure and so 
expensive that the people would never 
consent to Government ownership. 

When the railroads were returned to 
the corporations that owned them, higher 
salaries than ever were paid, possibly as 
a reward for loyalty to the corporations 
instead of to the Federal Government. 
None of these railroad officers is worth 
over $15,000 per year.

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THE UTILITY WAR. 

It was impossible that the true intent of the Gov- 
ernment through the Public Works Administration 
should be long concealed from the discerning alarm 
of the great utility industry, whose investment, real 
and unreal, is little less, if any, than that of the 
railroads. 

The Wall Street Journal has let the cat out of the 
bag. The Public Works Administration, with its 
immense fund of $3,300,000,000, with its proffered 
aid to every city and town desiring to own and op 
erate its own water, gas, electrical or transportation 
utility, is a declaration of war upon the utilities, and 
one made with the consent of Congress itself. 

The Journal thinks this is one of the most sig: 
nificant things of our time, and we agree that it is. 
Indeed, it is one of the greatest of all peace-time 
revolutions. There are more than 60 such projects in 
Missouri alone. Enraged by the efforts of the utility 
lobby to deprive them of the right to a majority vote 
upon projects under the PWA, 41 towns have just 
joined in a memorial to President Roosevelt, advising 
him ‘that his position in this matter is being misrep- 
resented by the utilities. 

It is, of course, war. To designate it as anything 
less would be sophistry. The Journal wonders if the 
cities and towns which are availing themselves of 
these offers are in good conscience about it; if they 
realize that what they are doing must inevitably 
destroy private investment which has had every right 
to suppose that’ it enjoyed the protection of the 
Government. 

That is a fair question. It is one we are glad to 
answer. There is no sanction in the theory of pure 
government for any predatory thing. Whether this 
is the offense of wealth or poverty cannot matter. 
The people of the United States have been insensible 
for a long time to a condition which was loaded with 
political and social dynamite. They have seen the 
evil-doing of poverty soundly scotched, as it should 
be, and the evil-doing of wealth enjoying the protec- 
tion of law and the sanction of society. 

We are told by experts that when a volcano biows 
its head off, as Vesuvius, Pelee and Krakatoa have 
done, it is because the accumulated gases within 
them become so pent up that they at last explode. 
Society is not unlike a volcano. It is said that when 
Krakatoa, which is near the island of Java, blew its 
head off in 1883, the dust from the explosion trav- 


facturers to work for the reform. The present law, 
passed in 1906, makes no provision for regulating 
cosmetics, which at that date were of minor impor- 
tance.

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THE YEARS OF TALK. 

As they pile the sod on the eighteenth amendment, 
to an obbligato of cheers and tears, impartial judg- 
ment will have to acknowledge that, as a topic of 
conversation, prohibition shattered all the records. 
It practically obliterated the once familiar lull, The 
moment of silence stretching out, as it sometimes 
did, to embarrassing vacuum, fled the scene. 

Let us admit that not all the talk was interesting. 
Let us go further. Let us blurt out the naked truth 
that most of it was terrible. It was dull, stodgy. 
repetitious. It probably inflicted more pain in the 
neck than any other theme or thesis since the morn- 
ing and the evening were the first day. Even so, it 
may wel! ave had effects farther reaching than we 
trow. 

How many hitherto dumb ones now found their 
voice for the first time! How many timid, inarticu- 
late little shy-birds discovered suddenly that they 
could sing! How many pallid souls, among the 
brothers and the sisters,.thiit were rarely seen and 
never heard, tossed off their inferiority complex, 
barged eloquently into the discussion, asserted their 
opinion with a fluency and sang froid they never 
suspected themselves of possessing, and, having ex- 
perienced at last the thrill of the party’s attention, 
have gone on and on to heights undreamed of! Per- 
haps nc survey of this particular sector will ever 
be conducted, but imagination can at least watch 
the procession that emerged from oblivion and 
achieved renown through the latent powers that were 
vitalized by the noble experiment. : 

There were mdividualities identified with the cause 
that shall not be forgotten. Most dynamic of all 
was the late Wayne Wheeler, strategist and tactician, 
whose death seemingly refuted the theory that there 
is no indispensable man. Certainly his leadership, 
sagacious in counsel, daring in action, was lost in 
his passing and, when thé movement’s melancholy 
days arrived, no successor was found even approx: 
imately to replace him. And here in Missouri, as 
time drifts on and we find ourselves reviewing the 
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EFERRING to the Legislature’s de- 


eled around the world. Its chief characteristic every- 
where was a red sunset. The volcano had been in- 
active for 200 years. It may as truly be said that 
when France revolted in 1789, the dust from that 
great explosion, the flying effluvia generated by gen- 
erations of autocracy, also traveled around the world. 
France, too, had been suppressed for centuries. It, 
too, produced a red sunset. 

It is useless for the utilities to blame the people 
in the United States for what has happened. They 
have themselves to blame. That is not bad con- 
science and never can be which seeks to destroy what 
is itself in bad conscience. The people in the grow- 
ing number of cities and towns which are using the 
Government’s money to acquire their own utilities 
are quite aware that what they are doing must at 
least in part destroy the private utilities. This is not 
always true. Private utflities are successfully com- 
peting with public utilities in many places. They 
can do it by taking a fair return upon their honest 
investment. They cannot do it by practicing In- 
sullism, by imposing holding charges upon their 
plants, by overloading them with securities. Had 
they heeded the warning of those who sought to re- 
strain them and permitted regulation by the states, 
they would not now face a hostile Congress. 

What has happened to the utilities bears a striking 
resemblance to one of the most picturesque of classic 
tales. Like Jason, the utilities songht the golden 
fleece. Like Jason, they also sowed the dragons’ 
teeth, and reaped that army of soldiers which ad- 
vances upon them in every part of the land. If the 
utilities can continue that parallel and destroy the 
army which sprang up from their own sowing; if 
they can put Samuel Insull back on his throme, and 
revive all those follies which have been their un- 
doing, they can do more than we believe they can do. 
We reap what we sow. Paul said so. It is so. 
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GEN, SHERMAN’S MONUMENT. 


A prominent member of the American Legion in 
St. Louis has announced a plan to replace the modest 
stone which marks the grave of Gen. Sherman in 
Calvary Cemetery with a “suitable memorial,” pre- 
sumably a monument of some sort. While the sug- 
gestion will be applauded by some persons, there 
will be many others who will recall that what im- 
pressed them most on their visit to the great sol- 
dier’s resting place was the complete lack of ogten- 
tation and public display. The graves of many fa- 
mous Americans are distinguished by the same fine 
quality. Humble stones abound in Mount Auburn 
Cemetery, Cambridge, Mass., which is the burial 
ground of many of the nation’s great, and among the 
most humble are those of Longfellow and Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes. A few miles away, at Concord, the 
graves of Emerson and Hawthorne are similarly 
marked, while that of the individualist, Thoreau, is 
designated by a small stone with the single name, 
“Henry,” in a family plot. William Tecumseh Sher- 
man’s Monument is his famous march to the sea and 
his part in preserving the Union. That is the elo- 
quent testimony of his modest stone in Calvary 
Cemetery. 
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NEW YORK HITS A HEALTH MENACE. 

The poisoners for profit seem to have overreached 
themselves in at least one field of their nefarious 
traffic—that in harmful eyelash dyes. Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s expressions of horror went over the nation 
when she viewed photographs of a young woman who 
had been blinded by using a poisonous preparation 
of this kind. Now the Health Board of New York 
City has forbidden the manufacture, sale or use of 
eyebrow and eyelash dyes containing harmful in- 
gredients.

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IOWA AND CHILD LABOR. 

By its Legislature’s vote to ratify the child labor 
amendment to the Constitution, Iowa becomes the 
sixteenth state to approve Federal action in ending 
a great social evil of our times. Though a predom- 
inantly agricultural State, Iowa has disregarded the 
chief argument offered nowadays by opponents of the 
measure—that its ratification would deprive parents 
of their children’s services in farm work and house- 
hold tasks. (The former chief argument, that child 
labor legislation impaired freedom of contract, is 
no longer heard, since the public hag become con- 
scious of the need for stopping the exploitation of 
children by unscrupulous employers.) Iowa, it is 
also interesting to note, has no fear that its chil- 
dren will be taken from their parents and reared in 
concentration camps, as hysterical opponents of the 
amendment have recently been saying.

The Reason for Giving 


HERE is one subject about which 
T everything has been said many times. 

But it will have to be said many times 
more, not only this year, but for some years 
to come. He who has any money at all 
must tax himself in order to support the 
extra burden which, in every large Ameri- 
can community, has fallen upon the private 
welfare agencies. This tax is necessary in 
order to meet a debt of hanor. It is owed 
to our neighbors. We have incurred ‘it for 
the simple and conclusive reason that they 
are our neighbors and are in need. 

A newspaper article is hardly the place 
in which to expound the reasons why’ those 
who have must give to those who want. 
Indeed, there are no reasons which can be 
set forth in a lawyer’s brief or in an ac- 
countant’s balance sheet. The true reasons 
for giving are deeper than the calculations 
of our intelligence. For it can do little more 
than to explain what an instinctive chivalry 
of the human spirit declares is the only 
possible basis of human relations. 

But what can be done, and nothing else 
really has to be done, is to report the facts, 
a say why money is needed now, and what 
or, ' 

The specific question which has to be an- 
swered clearly is why, in view of all the 
money for relief which is being spent by 
the Government, it is necessary also to raise 
by voluntary subscriptions an emergency 
fund for the private welfare agencies. What 
do these agencies do that the Government 
does not do? Why does the Government 
not do it? 

The best way to grasp the question is to 
begin with a statement of fact made by the 
Federal Relief Administrator, Harry L. 
Hopkins. No one else is so well placed as 
he to know what are the problems of relief 
throughout the country. Now Mr. Hopkins 
finds that people are going back to work. 
But he finds also that only one in 10 of those 
who are being re-employed has been on the 
relief rolls. The nine others are men and 
women who, though they have been unem- 
ployed, have had enough savings or help 
from their families and friends to survive 
the crisis without asking for public relief. 
Anyone who will let his mind and his imag- 
ination dwell] upon this observation wil] un- 
derstand the problem of relief at this stage 
of the depression. 
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Why are nine out of 10 who have returned 
to work persons who never received relief? 
Many of them, of course, are workers who 
earned more and saved more because they 
were more competent and more thrifty. But 
that cannot conceivably account for all of 
them, The real reason must be that, having 
had resources to meet the crjsis, they have 
kept up their health, their spirits and their 
appearances. 

It is no use to pretend that an American 
who has to take public relief is not wounded 
by it and that he does not carry scars from 
the experience which make it harder for 
him to qualify for normal work. Americans 
do not take public relief till they absolutely 
must, and by that time they are weakened 
by hunger and discomfort and worry. Their 
virtue, which is to resist accepting the dole, 
is paid for with their life’s blood. 

Now all the money that the Government 


can provide will not take care of them. All 
the public relief can do is to see that human 
beings do not starve and freeze. That is not 
enough. A family of unemployed which has 
no money cannot be maintained merely by 
paying the rent and the grocery bill. It 
needs médical advice. It may need legal 
aid. It needs distraction. It needs special 
assistance for its handicapped members. 

It needs, in short, a powerful friend who 
can and will treat it, not as so many bodies 
to be kept alive, but as a human family to 
be kept intact. No Government agency can 
do that. No officials can spend the public 
money with the kind of discrimination 
which is necessary once you get above the 
level of mere subsistence. 

> ⸗ 

There is a man, let us say, who is not dy- 
ing of hunger, but is dying of despair. That 
is just as terrible a thing to die of. If he 
traveled 300 miles, he might find a job. But 
he cannot afford a railroad ticket, and while 
he is away, there would be nobady to look 
after his invalid wife. What can a Govern- 
ment office do for him? It just cannot deal 
with his peculiar but desperate necessities. 
That is where the private agencies come in. 
They alone have the staff which, without 
fuss, or humiliation to him, or red tape, can 
help him in the particular way he must be 
helped if he is to survive as a human being. 

Multiply the families (in New York City 
alone there are about 30,000), imagine the 
unique character of their needs over and 
above subsistence, and it becomes perfectly 
clear why private agencies alone can deal 
with those unique needs, This is the essence 
of the matter. That is why the call to sup- 
port those agencies is imperative among 
those who have any money to give. 

Only those who have not understood the 
situation will fail to give. Perhaps that is 
not quite right. There will be some who 
could give, who do understand, and yet re- 
fuse. Let them feel comfortable if they can.

Succumbs to Pneumonia at 74; 
Helped Found St. Louis 
Stock Exchange. 


James G. Cahill, investment se- 
curities broker and one of the or 
ganizers of the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change, died of pneumonia last 
night at his home, 4475 Lindell 
boulevard. He was 74 years old. 

Since he suffered a paralytic 
stroke last Jan. 8, he had been 
confined to his home most of the 
time. A second stroke followed 
March 18 and pneumonia developed 
last Sunday. 
The son of Daniel Cahill, con- 
tractor, who died in 1899, Mr. Ca- 
hill entered an investment broker’s 
office as a young man, later becom- 
ing connected with Louis A. Co 
quard, broker, as general manager. 
For the past 36 years he had been 
in business by himself with offices 
in the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Building. 

More than 30 years ago he was 
one of 50 men who organized the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange. Until 
iliness confined him, he was presi- 
dent of the Cahill Realty Co., which 
managed the family’s properties. 
A daughter, Miss Lenore J. Ca- 
hill, attracted attention in August, 
1924, when she was chosen as a 
dancing partner by the Prince of 
Wales as he was coming to the 
United States on the 8. 8S. Beren- 
garia. She was returning from a 
European trip. 

Also surviving are his widow, 
Mrs. Lillie Cornet Cahill; another 
daughter, Mrs. Marie C. Sullivan, 
4540 Lindell boulevard; a son, Ed- 
gar D. Cahill; a brother, Daniel W. 
Cahill, 5976 Cote Brilliante avenue, 
and a sister, Mrs. William P. Burke 
of New Orleans. 

The funeral will be held at 9 
o’clock Saturday morning at the 
New Cathedral. Burial will be in 
Calvary Cemetery. 


ADOLPH KLAUBER, HUSBAND 
OF ACTRESS JANE COWL, DIES 


Former Dramatic Critic and The- 
atrical Producer Had Been 
Ill Several Years.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 7. — 
Adolph Kliauber, 64 years old, for- 
mer dramatic critic, theatrical pro- 
ducer and husband of Jane Cowl, 
actress, died in a hospital today. 
He had been ill for several years. 
He was dramatic critic of the 
New York Times from 1904 until 
1914 when he was succeeded by 
Alexander Woollcott. Before that, 
he had been Sunday editor of the 
old Tribune. 
After he left the Times, he be- 
came a theatrical producer with 
the Selwyn brothers, and later, a 
casting director in the New York 
offices of the Goldwyn motion pic- 
ture company. He retired from ac- 
tive production work several years 
ago, suffering a collapse and had 
been in Louisville since. 
He married Jane Cowl in 1902 
and is given much credit for her 
success as an actress.

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H. B. Arledge of Lykes 
Bros. Tells of Campaign- 
ing for Promotion'of U. 


S. Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A story 
of how a representative of several 
big shipping companies campaigned 
for the promotion of officials deal- 
ing with mail contracts in the Post- 
office Department and Shipping 
Board was related yesterday to a 
Senate investigating committee. 

H. B. Arledge, a Washington rep- 
resentative of the Lykes brothers 
and various other interests, includ- 
ing the Waterman, South Atlantic, 
Seatrain, Dixie and other compa- 
nies, also testified to preparing at 


least one memorandum which was 
identical’ to a recemmendation 
signed by former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Brown. 

On questioning by Chairman 
Black (Dem.), Alabama during con- 
sideration of the Tampa Interocean 
Steamship Co., a Lykes concern, 
Arledge said he asked Senators and 
Representatives to support E. R. 
White, in charge of foreign mail, 
for Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General, who has supervision of 
mail contracts. 

He told the committee he also ob- 
tained indorsements for Commis- 
sioners E. C. Plummer, now dead, 
and R. K. Smith of the Shipping 
Board, and waged a campaign 
among Congressmen and shipping 
officials for promotion of J. Cald- 
well Jenkins in 1930 from vice-pres- 
ident to president of the Merchant 
Fleet Corporation. 

“Best Qualified,” He Says. 

He said in each instance his in- 
terest was prompted by belief they 
were best qualified for the places, 
but agreed that he opposed another 
possible candidate for the postoffice 
place because of fear that he would 
be unfriendly to foreign mail con- 
tracts. 

Correspondence to show the 
Lykes interests worked for Jenkins’ 
promotion were read into the rec- 
ord by Black, who had developed 
that Jenkins -favored lump-sum 
contracts for operating Shipping 
Board vessels and that they were 
under his jurisdiction. 

C. H. McDaniel, assistant comp- 
troller of the Shipping Board, lent 
to the committee, testified that this 
form of agreement resulted in a 
loss to the Government of $15,324 
a voyage on the average, compared 
to only $14,097 under the 1924 op- 
erations agreement of payment on 
a tonnage basis. 

J. M. Lykes, president of the 
Lykes’ companies, said he did not 
deny trying to get Jenkins promot- 
ed but, with his brother, J. T., and 
R. E. Tipton, did not recall the 
circumstances. 

Many Dealings With White. 

Arledge said he had a great many 
dealings with White. Asked if it 
was customary for him to prepare 
reports for White in connection 
with shipping matters, Arledge said 
it was not, although he had sug- 
gested memoranda for the Post- 
master-General. 

The one on which he identified 
photostats of his memorandum and 
Brown’s recommendation to Chair- 
man T. V. O’Connor of the ship- 
ping board concerned willingness 
to eliminate a section of the pro- 
posed contract for the Lykes Broth- 
ers’ Ripley Steamship Corporation 
so as to provide for acceptance of 
the sales contract in lieu of bond. 

Black asked whether White, 
while attending the international 
postal conference in Spain in 1931, 
with Assistant Postmaster-General 
W. Irving Glover, “performed any 
services there for Lykes brothers,” 
or if Arledge arranged with Lykes 
companies abroad to 
them. 

Arledge said White did not, that 
he knew of, and that he only sug- 
gested to Lykes that they be shown 
the same courtesies accorded other 
Government officials. 

The chairman also questioned 
Arledge on whether he talked to 
anyone attending a White House 
conference March 20, 1933, right af- 
ter new shipping board members 
had been sworn in. Black quoted 
from a letter written by Arledge 
that he had been told by a person 
at the conference the question of 
transportation reorganization was 
coming up. Arledge said possibly 
he talked to “Judge Davis of Ten- 
nessee,”’ 

Farley Signs Letters. 

Arledge also testified he had sug- 
gested on several occasions that all 
mail contracts be reviewed with a 
view to the economy program an- 

ounced last spring by the new ad- 
ministration. Black read a letter 
of Arledge’s quoting White as say- 
ing he had prepared several letters 
strongly supporting ocean mail sub- 
sidies which Postmaster-General 
Farley signed without question. Ar- 
ledge told the committee there had 
been queries received about wheth- 
er the mail contracts were sub- 
sidies. 

The committee also sought to 
learn from Arledge and the Lykes 
officials whether A. Lane Cricher, 
former head of the transportation 
division of the Commerce Depart- 
ment and Secretary of the Interde- 
partmental Subcommittee on mail 
contracts, tried to obtain employ- 
ment with the Lykes companies or 
other shipping interests while on 
leave from the Government. Black 
pointed out Cricher had given a 
dissenting opinion on a mail con- 
tract for the Lykes Mississippi 
Shipping Co., but that by 1932 was

Municipal basketball is tottering 


and may collapse this year after 
eight seasons of play, according to 
@h announcement made this morn- 
ing by Al Fieishman, director of 
recreation. The official announce 
ment as to the pastime’s future, 
from a municipal standpoint, will 
be made tomorrow night when the 
three teams that already have sig- 
nified their intention of compet- 
ing, meet to make their report at 
Sherman Park. 

Private and A. A. U. promotion 
of basketball has been the ruina- 
tion of Municipal League, in the 
opinion of Fleishman. The Sisler 
League, which operates nightly at 
the Coliseum, cut down the num- 
ber of prospects for the municipal 
association and the newly formed 
St. Louis A A. U. League, caused 
the number to dwindle by seven. 

As it stands now, the three or 
ganizations which are interested in 
forming a municipal league are the 
Shells, the Golubs and the North 
St. Louis Turners. The first two 
clubs have teams in the St. Louis 
A A. U. League, so.the presump- 
tion is that the teams will be listed 
as Shell No. 1 and Golub No. 1 in 
the Municipal Association. 

Twenty-nine Teams Entered in 

1932. 

Last year there were nine teams 
entered in the Municipal League 
and 20 in the Y. M. H. A. League, 
which was affiliated with the Mu- 
nicipal Association. In order to 
be affiliated, it was necessary that 
the teams pay a considerable entry 
fee, so the affiliated leagues with- 
drew this year in order to cut down 
expenses. 

The matter of expenses is one 
which worried some of the teams 
which contemplated entering in 
municipal competition, since it cost 
a club $45 to enter. The fee in 
the Sisler League is $15 and in 
the St. Louis A. A. U. League, $25. 

According to Roy D. Newsom, 
president of the A. A. U. circuit, 
the entry fee will be returned at 
the end of the season and is de 
signed only to prevent forfeitures, 
for if a team drops out of the 
jeague it loses its $25. 

Muny A. A. Loses on Basketball. 

Although $45 seems an exorbitant 
entry fee, Fleishman cited figures 
to show that the Municipal Ath- 
letic Association operated under a 
deficit during the basketball season 
of 1932-33. The sum of $520 was 
taken in by entry fees and $214.75 
through admissions, making a 
grand total of $734.75. 

It cost the association $905.20 to 
operate. This takes into considera- 
tion the furnishing of basketballs, 
timers, referees, donation of medals 
and trophies and the sending of the 
St. Louis champion to participate 
in the National A. A. U. tourna- 
ment at Kansas City. The deficit 
was $170.45, which was compensated 
for out of the funds derived from 
soccer and baseball. 

Fleishman’s attitude on the matter 
{fs that while it would be unfortu- 
nate if municipal basketbal' should 
die in St. Louis, there is nothing 
the recreation department can do 
about it, since the department is 
not in the business of sport promot- 
ing and only is interested in filling 
the need of those groups which 
want to play basketball under the 
supervision of the department. 

It is understood that if the plans 
of the recreation department fall 
through and that there is no mu- 
nicipal basketball league, a tourna- 
ment will be held next spring 
among the A. A. U. organizations 
which now ‘exist to determine the 
team that will represent St. Louis 
in the National A. A. U. event.

Worth-While Racing. 


EGISLATORS contemplating 

legalizing race track betting 
in various states will probably 
read with pop-eyed amazement 
the sums realized at Eastern race 
tracks, notably those of Maryland 
and New’ Hampshire. 

Reports recently issued show 
that New Hampshire received 
more than $425,000 from Rock- 
ingham track, the only race 
course at present operating in 
the state. The track conducted 
two meetings for an aggregate of 
53 days, which means that the 
State received approximately 
$8000 for each day the track was 
open! 

In Maryland, the results will 


leave you groggier still. Four 
tracks, racing 92 days in all, 
yielded the State $819,490, or an 
average of about $9000 daily. 


The income in Maryland was 


derived from a $6000 daily tax and 
al per cent take of the mutuel 
betting.

Application for a $3,923,891 Feder- 
al grant for an extensive sewer sys- 
tem in St. Louis County was filed 
with Hugh Miller, State engineer of 
the Public Works Administration, 
by the County Court yesterday. The 
court estimates total cost of the 
system at $16,901,597 and would 
raise the rest by revenue bonds, 
which would be supported by 
charges for use of the sewers. 


This is a rival proposal to that 
filed last week by the County Or- 
ganization for Business Recovery, 
sponsored. by the County Chamber 
of Commerce. The County Court, or 
administrative body, would control 
construction and operation under 
its plan, whereas the Circuit Court 
would have control under the other 
plan. A bill to authorize the Coun- 
ty Court plan has been set aside in 
the Legislature and is not likely to 
pass, but House bill No. 88, for the 
Organization for Business Recovery 
plan, has made headway. 

Miller accepted the County Court 
request tentatively, which was the 
way he received the other applica- 
tion. He announced the State Ad- 
visory Board of the PWA would be 
asked to decide which one to con- 
sider firally. Should the board fail 
to make a choice, Miller probably 
would ask the business recovery 
group and the County Court to 
agree on a single application. New 
legislation would be required to au- 
thorize issuance of revenue bonds, 
Miller said. 

Sanitary sewers, storm sewers, 
sewage disposal plants “etc.” would 
be included in the County Court 
plan, the court announced. C. R. 
Kammerer, the court’s agent, used 
drawings prepared for the seven 
sewer districts set up under the 
abandoned Ralph law in drafting 
the new scheme. An announcement 
by Kammerer and Associate Judge 
Schumacher of the court asserted 
construction of trunk line sewers 
alone did not seem feasible or ade- 
quate. They said trunk, lateral, 
feeder and other lines would be 
built in incorporated and unincor- 
porated territory, but that the 
towns would have charge of work 
within their limits. 

The proposal depends on pas- 
sage of a “satisfactory” enabling 
act, they added, expressing a hope 
the Legislature would amend the 
enabling bill to meet their ideas. 
They said the work would require 
four years and employ 3000 men. 
Schumacher said the Organizaton 
for Business Recovery had no right 
to file its application. 

A loan of $5,400,000 to pay for 
trunk line sanitary sewers is sought 
by the Organization for Business 
' Recovery. It also asks for a $1,- 
045.000 grant to apply on interest 
and principal of ad valorem bonds 
for the first three years. These 
bonds would be supported by tax- 
payers generally. Plans for this 
system were drawn by W. W. Hor- 
ner, widely known consulting engi- 
neer and member of the PWA Tech- 
nical Board of Review. 

Miller’s office has been studying 
this plan and applications of five 
county towns for local sewers. Some 
of the latter proposals do not fit the 
general layout, Miller declared.

MONTEVIDEO PARLEY 
SEEKS PEACE IN CHACO 


Warring Countries, Bolivia and 
Paraguay, Praise Move 
for Truce. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 7.—Dele- 
gates of Bolivia and Paraguay, the 
two nations at war over the Gran 
Chaco in Central South America, 
thanked the Peace Committee of 
the Seventh Pan-American Con- 
gress today for its efforts to pro- 
mote peace between them. 

The delegates of other nations ap- 
plauded as spokesmen for both the 
belligerents said they were interest- 
ed in any means to obtain a just 
and reasonable conclusion of the 
war. 

The Mexican financial project, 
including the discussion of Latin- 
American debts, was sidetracked 
for the time being, at least, by con- 
sent of Dr. Jose M. Puig Casau- 
rane, the Mexican Foreign Minister, 
after the United States specifically 
opposed discussion of private debts 
by the conference. 

The Mexican project, which pro- 
posed the formation of an inter- 
American banking system and es- 
tablishment of an inter-American 
currency, as well as debt mora- 
toriums, is to be referred to the 
inter-American High Commission, 
which long has been inactive but 
may be revived to consider the 
Mexican plan. 

The High Commission was formed 
in 1915.in Washington by Finance 
Ministers of the various American 
republics during the first Pan- 
American financial conference.

“No Government Can Spend Itself 
Into Prosperity,’ He Tells 
Republicans.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 7.—Senator 
Simeon D. Fess of Ohio, assistant 
Republican leader in the Senate, 
predicts Franklin D. Roosevelt will 
not be President more than three 
years from now.

Senator Fess denounced the ad-

FOR WORK ON BRIDGE 


Applies for Federal Grant to Fit 
Municipal Span for 
Railroad Use. 


Application for a $219,000 Federal 
grant for cémpleting the Municipal 
Bridge for railroad use has been 
filed with the Public Works Ad- 
ministration by the city. This would 
augment a $700,000 fund which the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion is expected to furnish. Total 
cost of the contemplated work is 
estimated at $876,200, and the city 
is allowing a smal) margin for ex- 
tras. 

Employment for 100 to 280 men a 
month for nine months, at 80 cents 
to $1.40 an hour, would be provided. 

Included in the proposed work 
are tracks and deck to finish the 
new East St. Louis Union Station 
rail approach; a new southeasters 
approach at Valley Junction, to 
connect with the Terminal, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Illinois Central and 
Cotton Belt Railroads; connection 
with the elevated tracks of the Ter- 
minal near Eighth street, for ac- 
cess to Union Statio;jn new ap 
proach to the Frisco and Missouri 
Pacific at Twelfth street: rehabili- 
tation of tracks on the main deck 
and old approaches; an interlock- 
ing plant. 

The interlocking aystem and the 
Frisco-Missouri Pacific lead were 
not included in the scheme last 
spring, when the only fund in sight 
was the RFC loan. An ordinance 
passed in November, 1932, author- 
ized the city to apply for the RFC 
loan, but there have been various 
delays. Last August the RFC sent 
a contract for signature by the city 
and the Terminal, but the Terminal 
has not signed. It is negotiating 
over an objection to a guarantee 
of amortization of the loan in case 
tolls it would pay fell below an an- 
ticipated level.

A Two-Bid Situation 
Which Requires Plenty of 
Thought 


HE relative rank of your suits 

is a factor of vital importance 

in your rebid procedure when 
you have made a two-bid and your 
partner bids either two no trumps, 
or three in a ge: —

clubs. Now you 

gayly bid three 

hearts, hoping to 

hear your part- 

ner bid four hearts if he has 
four cards in that suit, or 
three spades if he has not less than 
three spades for you and not more 
than three hearts. However, your 
wish is not granted—he bids three 
no trumps, which tells you nothing 
except that he has less than four 
hearts and less than three spades. 
Of course, the matter of game is 
not what worries you-—you were 
from the start willing to play at 
four spades, trusting that there 
would not be five trumps massed in 
one hostile hand against you. You 
still do not like to abandon all 
hopes of slam, as if your partner 
held the king of diamonds, he could 
still have bid no differently, but 
that would be the slam card. Nev- 
ertheless, with this kind of suit 
grouping , 
You Cannot Probe for That King 
because your partner could not read 
a four-diamond bid on your part as 
a probe did; he would rightly think 
that you had 544-0 distribution, 
and were compelling him to choose 
the eventual trump suit for you. If 
your hand were of this pattern— 
convert the singleton club into a 
small diamond — you would bid in 
just this manner, would you not, in 
order to ascertain whether your 
partner held four small diamonds? 
You cannot use this same bidding 
at one time to fish for four small 
diamonds, and at another time to 
probe for the king. Consequently, 
with this hand you cannot bid for 
slam except as an out-and-out gam- 
ble. You have no assurance that 
you can get into dummy even once. 
To catch the king of diamonds, as- 
suming it to be on your right, you 
would have to iead that suit twice. 
Unless the opponents chick the de- 
fense, it may not help you at all if 
diamond king is on your right. Con- 
sequently, the slam would be a bai 
risk on the cards. Yet at times the 
‘gamble would be tempting. For in- 
stance, if your opponents were rea- 
sonably sure to lead diamonds 
blindly, just because you had bid 
the other three suits, your chances 
of slam would be very promising. 
You would now need merely not to 
be unlucky in the spade distribu- 
tion, and also to find the jack of 
hearts in dummy or else to be able 
to ruff the small hearts before eith- 
er opponent could outruff or over- 
ruff the dummy, in order to make 
six spades, losing only the club. 
Technically, you would be wrong to 
slam the hand; psychologically 
there might be good reasons to risk 
it if your partner had bid clubs. Of 
course, if he had bid no trumps and 
not clubs, you cannot expect any- 
thing but a club lead, and then you 
might be in difficulties even if play- 
ing at only four spades, as you will 
be reduced to four trumps right 
away. 

Could Your Partner Take the Strain 

Off You? 
Of course your partner does not 

hold both the ace of clubs and the 
king of diamonds, othérwise he 
could have bid three no trumps at 
once or, with five clubs and these 
two high cards, bid four no trumps 
‘over your rebid of three hearts or 
possibly rebid his clubs. However, 
he may have the material for a 
small slam and be able to signify 
this by making an ultimate move 
for you on grounds which I will ex- 
plain tomorrow.

Editor’s note: This is the second 
of two articles by Mrs. Langedorf, 
who is well known in St. Louis 
as a social and welfare worker. 
Yesterday she discussed the effi- 
cient management of the home. 


OW let us pass to the problem 

of the maid in the home. This 

problem has been forced into 
our consciousness by the recent 
Conference on Household Relations 
held in St. Louis. In this article I 
do not intend to discuss how much 
a maid should be paid for service 
in the home. That will be left to 
others. Household planning, how- 
ever, attacks the problem from the 
angle of justice and square deal- 
ing, rather than from the point of 
view of a maximum amount of 
work for the least pay possible. 
What I want to consider are other 
aspects of the problem. The maid 
is in her position of being IN the 
family but not OF it, consequently 
her comfort, her needs, her rights 
are all too frequently not given the 
consideration due them. J have 
known cases where the surname of 
the maid was not even known to 
the mistress of the home. Just how 
much of the maid’s private life has 
a mistress a right to know is a 
question you might well ask. The 
answer is simple: Only so much as 
the maid cares to relate, with the 
exception of such information as is 
needed regarding her physical 
health in order to protect the fam- 
ily, especially the growing children. 
At the Household Employment 
Conference there came up for dis- 
cussion the advisability of demand- 
ing a health certificate from maids 
before engaging them. That is an 
enlightened way of handling the 
situation, but in my opinion the 
maid also has a right to inquire 
about the health of the members 
of the family group in which she 
applies for work. A contagious dis- 
ease is as bad for her to come in 
contact with as for anyone else. 

* * * 

W contented the machinery in 

the home runs more smoothly. 
Of course, her training and experi- 
ence are factors in the situation, but 
a willingness to teach is as neces- 
sary as a willingness to be taught. 
Flexibility and « sense of humor is 
needed on both sides. Too often 
we forget that we have a social re- 
sponsibility toward those who work 
for us. They in turn have a re- 
sponsibility toward us once they 
have undertaken our work with a 
full knowledge of what is expected 
of them, the wages they will re- 
ceive, the approximate hours of 
work and the kind of work they 
are expected to perform. Trouble 
comes when these things are not 
made clear from the start. A maid 
has a right to know about the phy- 
sical conditions under which she 
will live, that is, where she will 
bathe and sleep.

Now let us turn-our attention 
to skills other than those pertain- 
ing to human relationships that 


are required for good home organ- 


ization. A carpenter in order to be- 


come a good cabinet maker needs 
greater skill, a physician in order 


to become a surgeon needs to devel- 
op a different technique, and so 
through all the professions. Did 
you ever think how many skills are 
required for good home organiza- 
tion, especially in the maidless 
home where, in spite of the devel- 
opment of household appliances for 
lightening labor, the number of the 
tasks left for the mother is legion. 
One young woman said to me re 
cently, “My childhood recollections 
go back to a home in which there 
was sympathy and understanding of 
our individual needs, in which 
there were good books and a 
sense of beauty as well as order. 
There was no servant in our home, 
yet our meals were wholesome and 
well-prepared, even most of my 
dresses were made by my mother. 
In spite of the exactions of attend- 
ing to the needs of a husband and 
two children my mother knew 
about current events, and read 


good literature. She even was an 
active member of the church. I 
often wonder just how she accom- 
plished all she did.”

She acquired either 
through experience or through 
study the tools necessary for car- 
rying on her complicated job. She 
knew, no doubt, how to secure the 
necessary amount of co-operation 
from her family so that there was 
a division of labor in the home, 
Perhaps she was also endowed by 
nature with unusual physical 
strength, and ability beyond the 
average to work quickly and well. 
She certainly had the important de- 
termination not to ignore her per- 
sonal need for mental growth and 
development. 

The problem of budgeting money 
is one much misunderstood, and in 
these days of economic stress the 
question where and how to cut in 
order to provide for basic needs is 
a complicated one. Usually those

things that lend to richness of liv- 
ing, such as education, music, art, 
books, are the first to be eliminat- 
ed, instead of an attempt being 
made to leave a margin to be used 
for such vital needs. The so-called 
middle class suffer most in these 
directions, Settlement houses offer 
much for enriched living in the 
poorer districts. A number of years 
ago I read in a magazine the story 
of a family that “emigrated” from 
a small university town to New 
York after the sudden death of the 
husband, a young university in- 
structor. The mother moved with 
her family of three small children 
to the lower East Side of New York 
where she could establish a simpler 
mode of living uncriticised, and 
could let her children get the ad- 
vantages offered by nearby settle- 
ment houses in the way of dancing, 
music and other creative arts.

The average 
bride has been woefully ignorant of 
the fundamentals necessary for suc- 
cess in the marriage relationship 
and for that matter the groom has 
been no wiser than she. Both have 
had to learn through the school of 
bitter experience. Since homemak- 
ing is a partnership calling for the 
best that each can give, adequate 
preparation would do much to 
make harmonious relationship in 
that partnership less difficult to 
achieve. Here and there youth it- 
self, as at Purdue University, is de- 
manding special courses designed to 
make them appreciate and under- 
stand the responsibilities that they 
will face when creating homes of 
their own. When youth generally 
recognizes its needs in that respect, 
the days of muddling through will 
be over and marriage and home- 
making will become the fine art 
that they should be.

Reading Delayed 

HE child who learns to read 
1 late or against his will often 

remains a poor and slow read- 
er throughout, and is unlikely ever 
to attain the magic of the world of 
books. 

The reasons for this are not far 
to seek. For one thing, school read- 
ers are not and cannot be adjusted 
to older children. They are hard 
enough to make interesting for very 
little ones, and the child of 8 or 10 
who tried to learn from them would 
soon be bored with all reading by 
such an introduction. And once 
having formed a distaste for read- 
ing, he would have raised a very 
real difficulty to be overcome with- 
in himself. 

Again, reading is a habit, and the 
earlier it is started the more chance 
there is of its forming. No one 
wishes a child to become a book- 
worm, for the child who is soon 
runs the danger of neglecting life 
for another world. In time, he 
comes to use books as an escape, 
and avoids the pressure of reality, 
by hiding in the more congenial 
world of imagination. 

But reading in moderation is of 
great value, and will not only pass 
many otherwise boring moments, 
but also bring the child into touch 
with a wider range of thought and 
experience than he can possibly 
meet in life. 

The child who early forms the 
habit of reading is never likely to 
be found hanging about and whin- 
ing that there is nothing to do. 

If reading has been delayed too 
long, say to 10 years, he has be- 
come accustomed to seek his 


| amusement either with other chil- 


dren or in some kind of activity, 
and is lost if he cannot have them: 
Then reading, instead of being nat- 
ural, becomes almost as difficult as 
a foreign tongue. |

VER 80 per cent of all of the 
wine produced in the United 
States comes from the vine- 
yards of California. Great variety 
of soil and climatic conditions ena- 
ble vineyardiste of that State to 
grow ‘practically all types of grapes 
found in any part of the world. 
Wine grapes were grown succéess- 
fully in California long before any 
of the experiments along the East- 
ern seaboard had succeeded. The 
first California vines were those of 
the Franciscan padres, who made 
the initial plantings in theif San 
Diego Mission about 1770, from cut- 
tings or sééd of the Spanish vari- 
ety brought from Mexico. They 
were planted behind high adobe 
walls and jealously guarded by the 
padres. Somie of these original 
plantings are still thriving vines, the 
Trinity virie at San Gabriel Mission 
having a trunk as large as a good- 
sized tree. 

Most Californians recognize Col. 
Agaston Hafaszthy, a Hungarian 
noblemian, as the father of the mod 
érn wine industry in California. 
Col. Haraszthy had been a skillful 
vineyardist in his native land, and 
he devoted his restless energy to 
the developing of vineyards in Cali- 
fornia. 

In 1861, Col. Haraszthy was sent 
by the Governor of California te 
the principal grape-growing. dis- 
tricts of Europe, Asia Minor, Per- 
gia and Egypt to gather cuttings of 
grapevines that seemed suited to 
the soil drd climate of California. 
He brought back more than 200,000 
cuttings and established a nursery 
at Sonoma, from which vines were 
soon distributed to almost every 
county of the State. 

Thus a thorough test of the grape- 
gtowing possibilities of California 
was made. Later the varieties of 
vines which Haraszthy introduced 
were supplemented with vines im- 


The California Wines

by the first State Board of 
itiewltural Commissions, the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul 
ture anid the University of Califor- 
nia, These plantings account for 
the tinusually wide variety of vines 
grown in California. This is the 
secret of the ability of California 
wine makers to reproduce almost 
any wine of any region. The num- 
ber of possible blends is almost 
limitless. 

Numerous experienced French, 
Italian and German grape growers 
and wine makers settled in the 
coast valleys of California, particu 
larly in Alameda, Napa, Sonoma, 
and Santa Clara vaileys. They 
brought with them the skill and 
traditions of wine making that are 
acquired through gefierations of ex- 
perience in the culture of the 


grape. | 

The interior Sacramento ard San 
Joaquin valleys attracted numerous 
vin who grew their vines 
under irfigation. The hot climate 
and the soils of the interior valleys 
were found to be especially suited 
to the production of sweet wine

Un- 
fortunately, many of the well 
known plants were not maintained 
during the 14 years of prohibition, 
and the State's production dropped 
from an average of 40,000,000 gal- 
lons a year to about 10,000,000 gal- 
lons, intended for sadcfamental and 
medicinal purposes. 

Most of the vineyards were main- 
tained, however, and today there 
are 185,000 acres of wine grapes 
growing in California, enough to 
produce almost a gallon wire 
each year for each man, woman, 
and child in the United Statés.
